A special election is expected to 
be held In Lake county next Sep- 
tember or October to provide a 
county tax increase as a result of 
bills signed this week by Governor 
Stratton. 

The new bills give the county 
power to levy a 2 cent tax rate for 
county highway patrols, a two. 
cent rate for elections and voters 
registration, and a half cent for the 
new jury commission. 

The $125,000 expected from the 
2 cent rate increase would relieve 
the county's general fund distress. 

A dark picture was portrayed to 
the county board of supervisors last 
week by -the finance committee 
which said the county is in a poor 
financial condition. 

The county cannot pay for a silo 
which should be installed at the 
county poor form to, take care of the 
corn crop, and cannot buy 11 new 
patrol cars for the assistant sheriffs 
because of lock of money. 

There will be pdylcss pay days 
for the county employees and the 
county expects to be $160,000 in 
the red by the end' of the fiscal 
year.

Food stores 
selling a high volume of staple goods earn the least 
per unit sold. Other retailers operating with a 
lower sales volume or whose goods may be affected 
by seasonal or style changes must earn a higher 
rate of return. But in nearly every case the cost 
to the consumer for the invaluable services the na- 
tion's retailers perform is fantastically small.

Eleven to One 

Herbert Hoover's latest major address urged 
that the federal government get out of the electric 
power business as soon as possible. 
' The Committee for Constitutional Government 
has made a check to find out how Mr. Hoover's 
views were treated editorially in the nation's 
larger newspapers. It found that daily papers of 
about 22,000,000 circulation carried favorable com- 
ment. Adverse comment occurred in dailies with a 
circulation of about 2,000,000. In other words. Mr. 
Hoover's position was endorsed by the overwhelming 
majority of ii-to-1. 

It is obvious that these papers — and the many 
individuals who also have approved of Mr. Hoover's 



publishing; and that Mr, Hoover's plan would save 
the taxpayers untold billions of dollars over the 
years. ' 

The way to get abundant, Inexpensive electric 
power, and. to get huge tax revenues for government, 
along with it, is to encourage private enterprise.

Ai Practical as a Sack of Potatoes 

Throughout the country, chambers of commerce, 
civic organizations, banks and other groups - are' 
actively engaged in seeking to bring more industry 
to their communities, They want the spending and 
the employment that come with expanded industrial 
activity. 

- This is a perfectly natural and desirable state of 
affairs. However, in rural sections of a nation, 
there Is another and equally important possibility 
which is generally overlooked.' 

That Is to work for the improvement, in a scien- 
tific and orderly manner, of farm production. If 
for instance, any region's farm output and farm in- 
come could be raised by 20 or 25 pep cent the bene- 
ficial effects would be felt by everyone. And this 
would be of lasting service to the country as a whole, 
which must face the problem of feeding a swiftly 
growing population from o fixed land area. 

Greatly increased farm production Is no Im- 
possible ideal— It is as practical as a sack of pota- 
toes. It can be accomplished by maximum use of 
machinery in farming, coupled with proven land 
conservation techniques. It has been said, with full 
accuracy, that the tractor revolutionized farming. 
That revolution Is nowhere near complete — pres- 
ent-day farm equipment makes it possible to mech- 
anize the work of the land as thoroughly as the 
work of the modern factory. 

The future strength of this country will depend 
every bit as much on progress in farming as on 
progress in industry.
